‘Overseas Service’ 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 


The Broadcasting Services 
aré moving towards 
the establishment of an “Over- 


seas Service.” Mr. Harry Zin- 
der, Director of the Israel 
Broadcasting Service, and Mr. 
Hanoch Givton, Deputy-Di- 
rector, told a press conference 
in Jerusalem yesterday. 
~The first step towards set- 
ting up the Overseas Service 
was the recent amalgamation 
of the news features and casts 
4 Kol Zion Lagola and Kol 

israel. The second step, Mr. 
Zinder said, would be the ope- 
ration of a 100-kw trans- 
mitter which hag already 
been ordered. This transmit- 
ter would enable Israel to 
reach every part of the world. 

The programmes would 
have two main divisions: for 
Jewish and non-Jewish com- 
munities. 

An increased budget was 
imperative if Kol Yisrael was 
to improve and extend its 


aioe aa he said.

the hours of Arab-language 
transmissions which now con- 
stitute 185 per cent of all 


programmes (1,201 hours a 
year). | 
Payment to artists and lec-
